— The  Home  of  the 
Vine  and  the  Olive. 

This  beautiful  and  fertile  county  is  bounded  on 
the  north  by  Mendocino  and  Lake  counties,  east 
by  Lak%  and  Napa,  and  on  the  south  and  west  by 
Marin  county  and  the  Paci6c  Ocean.  It  hag  an 
aroa  of  1,500  square  miles  or  960,000  acres,  and  is 
about  fifty  miles  in  length  with  an  average  width 
of  twenty-five  miles.  Following  the  indenta- 
tions of  the  shore,  it  has  a  sea-ooast  line  of  about 
sixty  miles. 

Topoirraphy. 

Sonoma  lies  west  of  the  main  Coast  Range  of 
mountains,  the  summit  forming  the  eastern 
boundary  line  between  it  and  Napa  and  Lake 
counties.  The  highest  peaks  are  Mt.  St.  Helena, 
■4,320  feet  above  Hea  level,  being  a  conspicuous 
landmark,  visible  from  every  part  of  the  county. 
Geyser  peak  in  the  north  eastern  portion  of  the 
county  is  3,470  feet  high.  On  the  west  side  of  the 
county  the  highest  elevations  are  Mt.  Pole,  2,440 
feet,  and  Mt.  Hood,  1,500  feet  above  sea  level. 


Between  these  ranges  of  mountains  several  large 
and  fertile  valleys  extend  north  westerly,  parallel 
with  the  mountains,  extending  through  the 
county;  the  southern  end  facing  the  bays  of  San 
Francisco  and  San  Pablo,  with  estuaries  running, 
into  the  different  valleys,  many  of  which  are 
navigable  for  small  bteamers  and'light-draft  sail- 
ing craft.  These  valleys  are  divided  from  each 
other  by  spurs  from  the  main  range  that  rune 
parallel  with  the  valleys.  The  first  one  on  the 
eastern  side  of  the  county  is  called  Sonoma  valley, 
which  gives  its  name  to  the  county,  the  name 
being  of  Indian  origin,  signifying  the  "Valley  of 
the  Moon"  a  term  i>eculiarly  appropriate,  since  a 
more  beautiful  spot  than  the  great  Sonoma  Val- 
ley, seen  on  a  moonlight  night,  can  scarcely  be 
conceived.  This  was  also  the  name  of  a  nota- 
ble chief  of  the  Chocuyen  tribe,  who  inhabited 
this  valley  in  the  days  of  the  missionaries. 

West  of  Sonoma  valley  and  separated  from  it 
by  a  low  range  of  mountains,  is  the  main 
great  valley  of  the  county,  running  from  San 
Pablo  bay,  in  a  north-westerly  direction  the  en- 
tire length  of  the  county.  The  southern  portion 
of  this  large  and  fertile  plain  is  called  Petaluma 
valley,  the  central  portion  if"  known  as  Santa 
Rosa  valley  and  the  northern  portion  as  the  Rus- 
sian River  valley.  It  is  from  one  to  ten  miles 
wide,  and  is  one  of  the  chief  topographical  fea- 
tures of  the  county.  Pesides  these  three  are 
several  other  exteuuive  valleys,  such  as  Alexander 


valley,  which  is  an  aim  of  the  great  Russian  River 
valley,  and  extends  from  the  central  portion  of 
the  county  to  the  eastward  for  a  distance  of  some 
six  miles.  Eennett  valley  lies  south  and  east  from 
Santa  Rosa,  the  county-seat,  and  is  about  eiglM^ 
miles  in  length  with  an  average  width  of  tht|j^ 
miles.  Big  valley  on  the  extreme  western  sidp.OT^ 
the  county,  is  a  narrow  but  very  fertile  se<l£ion. 
Green  valley,  lying  weat  from  Santa  Rosa  is  about 
twelve  miles  long  by  three  miles  wide.  Dry  Creek 
valley  is  located  near  the  center  of  the  county,  on 
the  west  side  of  Russian  River,  and  is  some  six- 
teen miles  in  length  by  from  one  to  three  miles 
wide.  Knights  valley  lies  in  the  extreme  eastern 
portion  of  the  county,  at  the  foot  of  Mt.  St. 
Helena.  Guilicos  valley  is  really  the  extreme 
northern  portion  of  Sonoma  valley.  Besides 
these  there  are  several  other  smaller  valleys,  such 
as  Rincon,  near  Santa  Rosa,  Rural,  Blucher,  and 
Alpine.  The  general  aspect  of  the  county  is  a 
succession  of  low  ranges  of  mountains  and  valleys, 
nearly  all  facing  south-east. 

Traniporlntion  Pacllftlrs. 
The  county  has  one  g(«)d  harbor  (Bodega)  and 
several  other  shipping  points  along  the  coast, 
whence  are  shipped  large  (luantities  of  farm  and 
forest  products.  It  is  traversed  by  two  railroads. 
The  North  Pacific  Coast  Railroad  enters  the 
coJJ»>ty  at  Valley  Ford  ami  runs  parallel  with  the 
coast  to  its  u.-.r«;hern  terminus  at  Ca/.adeio.  Its 
southern  terminus  is  Sauualito,  connecting  with

No  more  direraified  aoil  can  be  found  in  any 
county  than  Sonoma  tinaieaiM.  In  the  ralley  it  b 
Kenerally  of  a  dark  aandr  loam,  and  in  aome  parta 
of  a  heavy  black  adobe  nature -the  lattar  b  aoaia- 
what  difficult  tu  work,  but  u  a  very  itroDK  aoil, 
capabb  of  prodndng  splendid  crops.  The  aandy 
■oil  is  considered  the  finest  fruit  and  vegetabb 
land  in  the  world,  while  tha  side  hills,  and,  in 
fact,  some  of  the  mountain  sidea,  Itave  a  rery 
deep  soil,  and  w  tlie  hunie  of  the  graiie,  of  which 
Sonoma  b  the  second  largest  prodncinK  county  in 
the  State.  Com  b  rabed  nxtensively  in  Rus- 
sian River  valley,  also  in  tha  smalbr  valleys  of 
the  county.  Along  the  southern  portion  of  tlie 
c-iuoty  large  quantities  of  hay  are  raised,  whib 
the  northern  portion  of  the  county,  where  the  con- 
tinuous fugs  roll  in  from  the  ocean,  thus  keefiing 
vegetation  green  the  greater  portion  of  the  year, 
u  the  finest  dairy  cnuntry  in  the  State.

Population  Etc 

The  county  has  a  population  of  30,000.  Its 
prmcipal  towns  are:  Petaluma,  with  a  popula- 
tion of  4,000  noted  for  its  flourishing  shipping 
business  in  grain,  flour,  fruit,  potatoes,  hay,  dairy 
products  and  poultry;  Santa  Kosa,  the  county 
seat,  with  7000  inhabitants,  remarkable  for  the 
thrift  and  enterprise  of  its  people,  its  public  and 
private  schools,  seminaries  and  colleges,  its  fi^ie 
public  buildings,  and  the  taste  displayed  in  the 
architecture  and  adornment  of  its  private  resi- 
dences; Healdsburg,  population  2000,  situated  on 
Russian  river,  in  a  fine  and  prosperous  section; 
Cloverdale,  picturesr[uely  located  on  the  line  of 
of  the  San  Francisco  and  North  Pacific  Railroad, 
is  the  principal  shipping  point  for  the  wool,  hojia 
and  other  products  of  Mendocino  county;  popula- 
tion, 1000. 

Other  small  towns  are  found  at  various  points 
along  the  railroad  ami  on  the  coast,  affording  busi- 
ness facilities  to  the  rural  population.  Among 
these  we  mention  Fort  Ross  and  Sonoma,  historic 
towns,  settled  respectively  by  the  Russians  and 
the  Spaniards  long  before  the  American  advent, 
when  the  whole  country  was  open  to  settlement, 
and  each  post  was  described  by  its  respective 
chroniclers  »s  »  veritable  paradise. 


Land  can  be  bought  in  this  county  at  from  $.5 
to  $200  per  acre,  according  to  location,  quality 
and  improvements.  When  this  is  fully  under- 
stood by  those  most  interested,  and  prices  com- 
pared with  other  sections,  Sonoma  will  soon 
double  her  population  and  wealth. 

The  Oak. 

Chestnut  oak  abound!'  in  the  redwood  forests  of 
the  county,  furnishing  the  best  tan  bark  in  the 
world.  Large  quantities  of  bark  are  annually 
shipped  to  San  Francisco,  Stockton,  Sacramento, 
and  other  portions  of  California,  for  tanning  pur- 
poses. The  live  oak  grows  in  large  quantities  in 
nearly  every  section  of  Sonoma  county,  and  is 
only  valued  as  an  excellent  fuel.  The  black  oak 
is  found  on  many  portions  of  the  bill-sides,  and  is 
also  prized  as  fuel.  The  burr  oak  is  the  largest 
and  most  common  to  be  seen  in  all  the  valleys  of 
the  county,  with  its  wide-spreading  branches  giv- 
ing a  charm  to  the  scenery  in  the  valleys  of 
Sonoma  county. 

Water. 

Russian  River  is  the  largest  stream  in  the 
county.  It  enters  the  north  boundary  lino  near 
Cloverdale,  takes  a  southern  course  for  about 
thirty  miles,  then  takes  an  abrupt  turn  to  the 
west,  where  it  winds  its  way  to  the  ocean.  Val- 


are  most  remarkable.  The  farmer's  cabin  of  ten 
years  ago  has  given  place  to  the  comfortable,  even 
elegant  home.  The  vast  tracts  of  land  (hat  were 
used  for  pasture  are  now  vineyards,  orchards  or 
olive  groves.  The  ground  is  tilled  and  public 
roads  are  no  longer  muddy  thoroughfares,  but  are 
well-kept  road-beds.  Telephone  and  telegraph 
lines  radiate  in  all  directions.  Six  railroads  have 
taken  the  place  of  the  lumbering  stage-coach,  and 
the  latest  architectural  designs  show  that  the 
plain  brick  and  frame  buildings  are  a  thing  of  the 
past.  The  natural  products  of  the  county  are  to 
a  large  degree  manufactured  into  wares  at  home. 

Sonoma  county  has  more  acres  in  vines  than 
any  county  in  California.  Twenty-three  thou- 
sand five  hundred  acres  are  planted  to  vines,  and 
the  vintage  of  1890  reached  2,500,000  gallons. 
Sonoma  county  wine  has  a  high  standard  in  the 
markets  of  the  world,  and  she  has  been  awarded 
many  medals  for  superior  vintages.  During  the 
past  year  many  vineyardists  have  turned  their  at- 
tention to  growing  raisin  grapes,  and  that  bids 
fair  to  become  a  great  industry,  especially  in 
northern  Sonoma.  Grain  growing  is  not  followed 
as  it  was  ten  years  ago;  in  fact  but  little  grain  is 
sown,  the  vine  and  the  fruit-tree  having  entirely 
engrossed  the  attention  of  the   farmers.    Hun-  '

Olive  Production. 
This  is  an  industry  which  is  rapidly  coming  intj) 
prominence  in  Sonoma  county  and  has  an  assured 
prospect  of  success.  Every  one  who  has  noted 
the  lines  of  development  in  horticulture  in  Cali- 
fornia during  the  past  decade,  must  be  thoaMghly 
Convinced  that  the  production  of  the  oH)||HHj||||r- 
tain  to  become  a  very  prominent  industry  ni  the 
near  future.  California  has  showu  itself  peculiarly 
adapted  to  the  production  of  choic-  olivo*,  and 
no  part  of  the  State  can  make  a  bett(!i'  display  in 
this  line  than  Sonoiii'a  county.

the  beaten  track,  or  thrusts  his  oane  through  the 
thin  crust  that  has  hardened  on  the  surface,  hot- 
sulphurous  steam  eacapa*  from  the  apertar*. 
The  noise  of  so  many  steam  vents,  each  blowing 
off  in  a  different  key,  and  at  irregular  intervals, 
prodnoes  a  moat  discordant  din.    Some  of  these 
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.rt  of  the  Qvuuty,  about  fifty  miles  from  Peta- 
Inma,  known  as  Pluton  canyon,    and  through 
which  flows  Pli'ton  creek,  emptying  into  Russian 
river.   The  spot  is  widly  picturesque,  being  in  the 
vicinity  of  some  of  the  highest  peaks   in  the 
Coast    Range     of    mountains.    The  springs 
which    extend    for    nearly     a     quarter  of 
a  mile  in  the  center  of  the  canyon,  cove.'  about 
two  hundred  acres.    They  are   elevated  about 
1,700  feet  above  the  sea  level,  and  are  surrounded 
by  mountains  from  three  thousand  to  four  thou- 
sand feet  high.    This  canyon  has  evidently  once 
been  the  theatar  of  intense  volcanic  action,  the 
rocks  being  burnt  into  a  great  variety  of  colors. 
There  are  over  three  hundred  springs  and  jets  of 
steam  in  this  canyon,  from  an  inch  to  several  feet 
n  diameter,  the  deposits  from  which  vary  from 
snow  white  to  jet  black  in  color.    The  water  con 
tains  iron,  sulphur  and  the  various  salts  of  lime, 
magnesia,  ammonia,  soda,  and  potash,  emitting 
the  characteristic  odor  generated  ■  by  hydro- 
sulphuric  acid.    The  registry  at  the  hotel  kept 
here  is  written  with  the  dark-colored  contents  of 
one  of  these  springs.   The  rocks  over  which  the 
w»ter  fK;ES-tbl^«£_Bprings  flowv  »re  coated  with 
f he  compounds  of  sulphur,  lime  an-l  magnesia. 
Epsom  salts,  alum,  sulphur  and  sulphates  of  imu 
can  be  collected  here  by  the  wagon-load.  The 
two  greatest  attractions  in  the  caayon,  are  the 
Witches'  Cauldron  and  the  Steamboat  Spring. 
The  former  consists  of  a  cavity  about  seven  feet 
in  diameter,  and  of  unknown  depth,  filled  with  a 
black  viscid  fluid,  which,  boiling  with  intense 
energy  at  a  temperature  of  two  hundred  degrees 
Fahrenheit,  bubbles   and   splashes,    rising  oc- 
casionally two  or  three  feet  above  the  sides  of  the 
cau'dron,  though  never  running  over   it.  The 
roclra  for  several  feet  above  this  infernal  fountain, 
over  which  it   contents  have   been  splashed, 
are  covered  with    innumerable    crystals  and 
stalactites  of  pale  sulphur.    The  dark  color  of  the 
mass  is  caused  by  the  water  of  a  spring,  holding 
iron  in  solution,  having,  through  contact  with 
other  water  containing    sulphureted  hydrogen, 
formed  a  new  compound,  whereby  the  latter  has 
been  set  free— and  hence  the  foetid  odor.  When 
t  is  recollected  that,  to  the  presence  of  this  gas, 
putrid  eggs,  bilge  and  sewer  water  owe  their 
peculiarly  offensive  smell,  some  idea  can  be  formed 
of  the  abominable  odors  escaping  from  this  place. 
In  the  year  1861,  this  cauldron,  from  some  un- 
known cause,  was  emptied  of  its  contents  an<l 
filled  with  steam.    The  proprietor  of  'ihe  hotel  at 
the    place,  fearing  it  would  thus  be  deprived 
of  one  of  its  greatest  attractions,  caused  a  small 
stre^tm  of  water  to  be  led  into  the  cauldron, 
'  curious  himself  to  see  what  would  be  the  result. 
It  was  sufticientiv  startling.    The   instant  the 
cold  water  came  in  omtact  with  the  lower  por- 
tion of  the  cavity,  a  fearful  commotion  ensued. 
The  ground  for  several  rods  about  was  shaken  as 
if  by  an  earthquake,  and  in  a  few  minutes  after, 
the  inflowing  water  was  ejected  with  stunning 
reports,  and  thrown  to  the  height  of  nearly  one 
hundred  feet.    In  about  three  hours  after  the 
water  was  shut  off,  the  viscid  fluid  reappeared, 
and  has  continued  to  boil  and  bubble  ever  since. 

The  Steamboat  Spring,  situated  only  a  few 
yards  fro-n  the  Cauldron,  conoists  of  an  opening  in 
the  rocks  at  the  bottom  of  the  canyon,  about  two 
feet  in  diameter,  through  which  is  constantly 
ejected,  with  the  n<)l8e  of  a  number  of  steamers,  a 
body  of  steam,  suflicient,  could  it  be  controlled,  to 
propel  a  large  amount  of  machinery.  This  steam 
is  so  hot  as  to  be  invisible  for  five  or  six  feet  above 
the  aperture  through  which  it  issues.

In  the  educational  line  are  the  public  high 
pchool  and  several  grammar  schools  with  primary 
departments,  the  Pacific  Methodist  College, 
the  Normal  School,  Ursuline  Academy, 
Santa  Ross  Young  Ladies  Seminary, 
two  Kintergarten  schools,  and  a  German 
school.  Each  of  these  is  well  supported,  the  at- 
tendancp  from  distant  portions  of  the  Sttite,  and 
from  other  Pacific  States  and  Territories  being 
quite  evenly  proportioned. 

Prominent  among  these  is  the  Pacific  Methodist 
College,  an  institution  whose  reputation  extends 
beyond  the  I'acific  Coast  for  the  careful  training 
and  thorough  course  of  study  given  its  i>upils. 
Situated  in  the  beautiful  City  of  Roses,  in  a  cli- 
mate unexcelled  for  equability  and  salubrity,  pos- 
sessing the  advantages  of  both  city  and  country 
influences,  easy  of  access  from  all  parts  of  the 
coast  by  several  lines  of  railroad  and  steamers, 
this  college  offers  superior  inducements  to  young 
ladies  and  gentlemen  who  wish  to  obtain  a  first- 
class  education  on  reasonable  terms.  One  may 
judge  of  the  beneficent  influence  of  this  college, 
when  it  is  stated  that,  upwards  of  three  thousand 
young  ladies  and  gentlemen  have  gone  forth  from 
its  halls,  fully  prepared  to  do  honorable  service  in 
church  or  state.

The  sleeping  rooms,  parlors  and  din- 
ing room  are  well  arranged  for  comfort  and  con- 
venience, and  all  the  apartments,  now  in  use  are 
handsomaly  furnished.  Arrangements  have  been 
made  to  board  the  male  students  in  the  homes  of 
Christian  families  until  a  boarding  house  is  built 
for  them  on  the  campus.  Boarding  expenses  are 
from  four  to  five  dollars  per  week.  The  curricu- 
lum compares  favorably  with  that  of  any  college  or 
university  in  the  State,  the  government  is  mild  but 
firm,  and  the  expenses  very  reasonable.

The  Santa  Rosa  Boys'  School,  of  which  Rev.  S. 
M.  Dodge  is  Principal,  is  modeled  after  the  Rugby 
School,  England.  It  prepares  boy^i  and  young 
men  for  college.  It  is  located  on  Humboldt 
street,  a  desirable  residence  portion  of  the  city. 
Over  two  acres  are  included  in  the  campus.  The 
students  partake  of  the  home  life  of  the  Principal. 
Doctor  Dodge  is  a  graduate  of  Hamilton  College 
and  of  the  Auburn  Theological  Seminary. 

The  Santa  Rosa  Normal  School  was  established 
in  1881,  by  Prof.  A.  C.  McMeans,  who  was  Super 
intendent  of  Public  Instruction  in  Sonoma  county 
for  the  terms  between  1875  and  1870,  and  also 
( 'ounty  Auditor.  The  attend.mce  is  about  thirty, 
and  so  thorough  is  the  course  of  study  that  about 
two  thirds  of  the  teachers  of  Sonoma  county  are 
graduates  of  this  school.  This  institution  would 
make  a  fine  basis  for  the  establishment  of  a  State 
Normal  School  here,  which  should  be  done,  as  the 
growing  needs  of  trained  teachers  for  Sonoma, 
liake,  Napa  and  Mendocino,  are  such  as  would 
justify  the  selection  of  Santa  liosa  as  the  site  for 
an  institution  of  that  kind. 

The  Santa  Hosa  Business  College  must  not  be 
forgotten  in  mentioning  the  scho<,ls  of  this  city. 
It  is  a  well-conducted  institution,  which  aims  to 
uive  its  pupils  a  thorough  business  education.

This  prosperous  and  growing  town  is  situated 
on  Petaluma  creek,  a  navigabla  tide-water  arm  of 
San  Pablo  Bay,  and  on  the  line  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco and  North  Pacific  Railroad,  about  thirty-six 
miles  nearly  north  from  San  Francisco.  Naturally 
the  location  is  healthful  and  attractive,  the  city 
being  built  on  the  west  side  of  the  valley,  (which 
is  here  five  miles  wide),  and  upon  ground  gradually 
rising  to  the  the  west  and  north  until  it  culminates 
in  the  low  hills  which  afford  some  of  the  most 
desirable  building  sites  in  the  city.

In  Petaluma  is  the  head  office  of  the  MutnnI 
Relief  Association,  the  oldest  purely  oo-operative 
insurance  society  in  the  United  States,  being 
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toes,  live  stock  and  all  the  varied  products  of  our 
farms  and  ranches.  Rates  of  passage  to  San 
Francisco  are  fifty  cents  and  one  dollar  by 
steamer  and  rail  respectively,  and  freight  is  fifty 
cents  to  one  dollar  per  ton. 

As  a  shipping  point  Petaluma  ranks  high,  being 
the  business  center  of  a  large  section  of  highly 
cultivated  and  thickly  settled  country,  in  extent 
about  fifteen  miles  in  width  and  twenty-five  in 
length,  that  sends  all  of  its  produce  this  way,  in- 
cluding much  produced  outside  of  these  lines  that 
seeks  Petaluma  for  cheap  transportation.  l)uring 
the  summer,  freight  wagons  run  regularly  between 
Cloverdale,  Healdsburg,  Sebastopol,  Bloomfield, 
Forcstville  and  Petaluma.

numder  of  school  children.  The  teachers  number 
a  score  and  are  carefully  selected  and  appointed 
by  a  Board  of  five  Trustee  elected  to  superintend 
the  public  schools.  In  addition  to  this  a  public 
spirited  citizen  has  donated  to  the  city  a  magnifi-

of  the  city,  is  pleasantly  located  in  comfortable

Several  of  the  | 
leading  grangers  also  pay  patticutar  atttention 
to  the  raising  of  blooded  cattle,  and  buyers  are 
here  weekly  from  the  northern  and  southern 
part  of  tlio  Stat3  and  even  Oregon  and  the  Sand- 
wich islands. 

This  city  is  destined  to  become  a  manufactur- 
ing center  of  importance,  having  the  advantage 
of  that  boon  for  the  manufacturer,  cheap  trans- 
portation. Already  amonc  its  industries  is 
numbered  a  Woolen  mill  of  more  than  local  repu- 
tation, a  Flour  mill  (the  Golden  IDagle),  ready 
market  in  San  Francisco,  besides  supplying  the 
trade  as  far  north  as  Oregon,  being  forced  to  run 
night  and  day  to  keep  pace  with  the  orders  re- 
ceived. ,.^^1

RAII^ROAD  WORK 
*-       AT  CHINO. 

The  Ixw  Angeles  Her- 
ald Eay»:  "The  South- 
ern Pacific  is  pnahiug 
things  on  the  line  from 
Ontario  to  Chino.  In 
about  ten  day*  the  whole 
line  will  be  finished  and 
in  operation.  At  present 
there  is  no  indication  that 
the  road  will  be  con- 
tinued beyond  Chino,  al- 
though in  time  it  will  be 
pushed  on  to  South  River- 
side and  the  Temescal 
canyon. 

In  answer  to  a  question 
why  Mr.  Gird  did  not 
widen  his  narrow-guage 
line  and  hold  the  key  to 
his  own  situation,  he 
said:  "Because  I  want 
my    own  narrow-gxiage 

system  kept  intact  for  other  purposes.  It  is  my 
intention  to  push  my  line  to  the  coast  at  some 
point,  and  to  other  places  forother  purposes." 

Mr.  Gird  also  said  that  he  was  already  in 
receipt  of  letters  from  capitalteta  who  desire  to  put 
up  a  great  fruit  canning  plant  in  connection  with 
the  sugar  factory.  Cheap  sugar  will  give  an  op- 
portunity to  compete  with  the  London  packers  of 
jams,  jellies  and  preserves.  A  glass  factory  and  a 
pottery  will  grow  up  somewhere  in  the  section  in 
connection  with  these  industries. 

At  the  Temescal  tin  mines  they  are  already  tak- 
ing out  tin.  They  are  about  to  pot  op  »  small 
furnace  and  smelt  tin  pigs  at  the  minea.  With 
cheap  fuel,  a  big  rolling  mill  will  soon  follow  at 
some  point  in  the  section,  and  then  tin  plate  will 
be  made." 

CAHKOKNIA  INDIANS. 

A  bulletin  issued  by  the  Census  Bureau  giving 
statistics  relative  to  the  Indians  of  the  United 
Stotes  shows  that  Californiii  is  the  fifth  in  num- 
ber of  the  Indian  popul^icm,  only  Arirona,  New 
Mexico,  South  Dakota  and  Indian  Territory  being 
in  excess.  The  total  number  of  Indians  in  Cali- 
fornia is  15,283.  Of  these  there  are  living  on 
reseivation  2522  males  and  249H  fem»le<»f  la  all 
5020;and  living  off  reservations  5380  tnides  and 
4883  feinales-in  all,  10,263.  other  State  or 
Territory  has  half  as  m 
which  shows  the  Indians 
most  satisfactory  self  s

calculated  to  afford  every  advantaRe  possible  to 
the  possessor  of  each  small  tract  to  enable  him  to 
cultivate  his  farm  profitably. 

The  old  ranch  system  is  outdone  by  the  colony 
system,  and  it  is  easier  for  a' mail  to  make  a  liv- 
ing from  ten  acres  this  way  than  from  1000  acres 
in  the  old  way.  Many  an  old  rancher  in  Cali- 
fornia to  day  possesses  1000  to  3000  or  more  acres 
of  land,  with  stock  and  machinery  for  caring  for 
the  same,  and  yet  with  all  his  posseesions  he  is  «<> 
poor  that  if  he  is  anywhere  within  a  day's  driv  ,,f 
a  colony  he  will  go  with  his  team  or  send  his  men 
or  boys  and  teams  to  work  for  wages  (or  some 
colonist  who  only  own*  twenty  acres  and  wanU 
■ome  extra  work  done.  The  owner  of  twenty 
acres  has  money  enough' to  pay  f  r  extra  work 
when  he  needs  it,  while  the  owner  of  a  1000  acres 
has  not  money  to  buy  provisions  and  clothing  for 
his  family,  and  is  glad  to  earn  a  few  dollars  from 
the  man  of  small  holdings." 

GROWTH     RBCONBD    BY  IN8VRANCR. 

Tfu  Peoples  Cause  says:  "The  steady  growth 
of  California  in  wealth  is  illustrated  very  forcibly 
by  the  returns  of  the  value  of  property  insured 
against  fire  during  the  past  ten  years.  In  1880, 
the  property  iniured  amounted  to  $2!>2,17!l,530, 
and  last  year  it  was  $3C8,);n,3r>5,  an  increase  of 
9110,431,8.35.  The  growth  is  nearly  one-third, 
but  it  will  be  observed  that  in  the  same  jieriixl  the 
premiiiiiut  have  advanced  nearly  onfi-half.  In 
1880,  the  total  premiums  were  513,(>20,2»;7,  and  in 
1890,  they  were  $(i,303,324.  Notwithstanding  the 
increase  of  premiums,  the  loss  has  also  incruiutcd 
in  84iine  degree,  Last  year  it  was  44.3  against 
32.5  in  1880.
